The CASE of the Glaſs-makers in and about 
the City of London. 


[. HE Glaſs Manufacture is very beneficial and advantagious 

to this Nation, and might be much*more improv'd, it ſuf- 
ficiently encourag'd, and much greater Quantities exported, if Fo- 
retgners were not enabled to underſell us in Foreign Markets ; which 
they can do, not only from the high Duties on Salt Petre, Berilla, cs. gan 
Foreegn Aſhes, and other Materials uſed in the faid Manufacture, but 74% ite 
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Coaſtwije, particularly into the Port of London, and on thole exported taus. 
abroad. 
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Which conſidering the great Quantity of Coals fpent in the working 
of a {mall Quantity of Glaſs, makes a very great Ditterence in the 
Value of it when wrought. 

H. Befides the Advantage given to Forcgners, by turnifhing them 
with Materials for underworking us at cheaper Prices than to our 
Natives ; the Duties on Exportation of Brzti/+ Glaſs is a great Hin- 
drance to its being exported abroad, whulit the Frezcb King, for the 
enabling his Subjects to afford their Glats cheap, gives to the Manu- 
facturers thereof their Fewel gratzs. 

HI. As there are continnally new ManufaCtures of Glaſs ſetting up 
1n the Northern Parts of Errope, particularly Muſcovy, Hamburgh, 
Pruffia, &c. it 1s neceſſary alſo to regulate the Duties on Foreign Glaſs 
:mported, fo as that Foreigners may not be enabled to underſell us 
at home as well as abroad, which would be the total Ruin of the Ma- 
nufacture. 

IV. The Duties now laid on the Importation of Foreign Glafsare ſome 
of them 190 lor, particularly thoſe on Normandy or Crown Glaſs, which 
as the Duties now ſtand would in 1 1me of Peace be imported cheaper 
from Frazce than our own Crown Glaſs can be attorded at ; and others 
of them, particularly all Looking-glaſs Plates of above 12 Inches in 
Length {which was the large!t S1ze known when the A of I vanage 
aud Poundage paſſed) pay Dutics ad valorem, which is to be proved 
by the Oaths of the Importers ; and there are but too many Inttances 
to prove, that ſuch Oaths are little regarded, whereby the Intent of 
the Duties will be Ioft, Whereas were the low Duties advanc'd, and 
the Duties now laid ad /alorcm put upon the Meaſure and DRC, AC- 
cording to which the Value of Glas Plates is ſettled, the ſame would 
ettectually prevent any Collufion or Avoidance of the Dutics. 


The Glaſs-makers therefore humbly pray the Honourable Houſe of Com- 


mons to grve them ſuch Relief 1a th: (Duties abovementioned, us they
